Here  was  the  burial  grounds  of 
his  ancestors  and  the  abode  of 
his  "Great  Spirit"  who  aided 
him  in  his  hunts  and  protected 
him  from  danger.  Within  the 
confines  of  these  hills  and  hol- 
lows, the  red  man  stalked  the 
bear,  heard  the  turkey  call  and 
listened  to  the  hawks  scream. 

Upon  a  strategic  point  of  this 
district  is  a  place  where  men 
have  aways  gathered  in  a  social 
way.  Here  was  located  an  In- 
dian village  with  its  accompany- 
ing grave  yards,  mounds,  and 
bone  piles.  The  chief  of  this 
village  aided  in  framing  the 
treaty  of  "Dancing  Rabbit." 
When  -  the  whites  broke  this 
treaty,  he  led  his  villagers  into 
a  nearby  lake  to  the  throb  of 
the  tom-tom  and  the  wild  chant 
of  the  medicine  men.  This 
legend  and  others  are  all  that 
survive  of  the  vanishing  Indian, 
save  the  lonely  graves  and 
relics. 

Now  the  roads  with  which  the 
White  Men  have  replaced  the 
Indian  trails  wind  along  the 
ridge  tops  and  are  shadowed  by 
tall  swaying  trees.  These  roads 
are  gloomy  in  the  daytime  and 
foreboding  at  night.    The  stran- 


ger (|uickens  his  pace  and  fear- 
fully glances  over  his  shoulder 
as  he  travels  these  roads  after 
twilight'  the  old  hill  man  sighs 
in  peace  and  contentment  as 
he  pauses  under  the  shade  of 
the  friendly  trees:  but  the  child 
steals  along  these  gloomy  road--' 
with  quaking  heart  and  bated 
breath,  seeing  in  every  shadow 
a  spirit  of  some  ancient  legend 
handed  down  from  generation  to 
generation,  and  finding  in  everv 
nuivering  leaf  a  fresh  cause  for 
alarm. 

kate  one  evening,  my  younger 
brother  and  I  were  hastening 
over  a  winding  road  that  led 
by  the  site  of  the  old  Indian 
village.  As  we  neared  the  old 
village,  it  became  dark,  so  dark 
that  we  could  follow  the  road 
with  the  greatest  difficulty.  Pe 
ing  very  tired,  we  sat  down  be- 
neath a  towerine  oak  to  rest 
and  await  the  rising  of  the 
moon.  My  brother  soon  began 
nodding  and  then  fell  asleep.

Then  all  movement 
ceased.  My  faculties  functioned 
more  clearly.  Ah!  what  was 
that  hull  lying  by  the  tree?  Oh, 
yes;  my  body.  My  spirit  was 
free.  To  the  left  lay  my  borther 
sound  asleep.  By  some  percep- 
tion I  became  aware  of  a  tall 
red  man  with  a  huge  war  club 
within  his  grasp.  He  beckoned 
and  I  followed. 

"Come,  thou,  mediator  of  the 
past,"  he  said,  "and  I  will  show 
unto  thee  that  which  I  guard." 

He  waved  the  club.  Suddenly 
I  became  aware  of  a  hazy  out- 
line of  hills  and  vales,  and 
shadows  moving  to  and  fro.  As 
he  gently  waved  his  club  back 
and  forth,  new  shadows  came 
silently  into  view  and  silently 
vanished.

I  saw  their  contentment 
and  happiness  ew.n  as  he  spoke, 
and  I  marvelled. 

"The  happy  red  children  of 
the  Great  Spirit  named  the  hills 
'Pontotoc'  because  of  the  great 
quantity  of  hanging  grapes  that 
were  scattered  over  the  hills. 
The  red  men  ate  the  food  and 
drank  the  water  that  had  been 
provided  for  them.  Then  came 
the  'pale  faces,'  "  he  said.  Then 
he  frowned  and  waved  his  club 
more  fiercely.  The  shadows 
more  swiftly  flitted  by.  "Then 
came  the  'pale  face'  with  his 
hatred  and  his  fire  water.  He 
destroyed  the  trusting  red  man. 
See  them  as  they  ruin  his  once 
happy  home." 

As  he  said  this  I  saw  the 
early  settler  occupy  the  land. 
They  cleared  the  wilderness  and 
killed  the  wild  animals  in  order 
that  their  children  might  work 
and  play  in  safety.  The  shadows 
became  familiar.  I  saw  my  ac- 
quaintances and  myself  as  we 
went  about  our  daily  tasks. 

"O,  Child  of  the  Present,"  he 
said,  "you  now  behold  the  pres- 
ent. It  is  the  end  of  yesterday, 
the  beginning  of  to-morrow. 
Behold  the  stage  is  ready  for 
the  actors.  The  future  will  be 
what  you  make  it." 

He  sheathed  his  club.  The 
moon  rose  clear  and  bright, 
flooding  everything  in  light.  I 
had  a  feeling  of  returning 
through  space  and  awoke  to  the 
insistent  calling  of  my  brother.
